FOUR THOUSAND MEN 


Of the 7,500 Indiana entering ^mil­ 
itary service during the period1 of 
war, 4,000 were members of the Jive 
Civilized Tribes in Oklahoma, accord­ 
ing to the annual report of Cato Sells, 
Commissioner of Indian affairs. That 
Oklahoma Indians helped to win the 
war. not only by supplying men, bn! 
in treasure as well, is shown in rile 
figures given by Mr. Sells, that of the 
total of $15,000,000 subscribed by 
all Indians, $6,923,570 was oi|t of the 
pockets of members of the five tribes 
—and it is known that other Oktor 
homa tribes, particularly the Osage# 
contributed largely to all war funds. 
.From all tribes, Commissioner 
Sells reports that 6,500 entered the 
army, 1,000 went into the navy and 
500 were enlisted in other war work. 
He estimates that only 33,000 Indians ( 
were eligible for military duty.—Le­ 
high News.
